‘Our dirty town 
is bad for trade’

‘Dirty’ and ‘grimy’ Northampton town 
centre is partly responsible for the 
closure of a number of firms - claims 
one resident and business owner. 

Raymond Everall, who has been part 
of a business improvement board and 
is chairman of a scrutiny 
review to look at ways 
increasing footfall in the 
Market Square, said there 
had been an ongoing 
problem with human waste 
in Jeyes Jetty - an alleyway 
adjoining The Drapery and 
College Street. 

When he contacted 
Northampton Borough Council 
about the issue, he claims he was told 
that it wasn’t the authority’s responsi¬ 
bility to clear it up because it was on 
private property. 

Mr Everall said the situation had got 
so bad that he was forced to close his 
business that had been based in the 
alleyway for about 30 years. 



He added that over the last four years 
the council had been ‘very busy’ work¬ 
ing on Northampton’s regeneration 
programme but felt it had ‘failed to get 
to grips’ with the cleaning and mainte¬ 
nance of the town centre. 

Northampton’s regeneration 
programme includes the new North 
Gate bus station, the revamped railway 
station and the forthcoming 
refurbishment of the Grosvenor 
shopping centre. 

A spokesman for the coun¬ 
cil said: “Keeping the town 
clean and tidy is important 
to the overall impression 
people have when 
they visit our town, 
and it remains 
one of our top 
priorities. 

“Over the past 
few years we 
have upped the 
frequency and 
extent of our 
cleaning 
rounds and 


are continuing to work with business¬ 
es to see what more can be done to 
improve things. 

“We will continue to do all we can and 
urge people to let us know if they spot a 
cleaning problem in the town centre 
that needs sorting. We are grateful to 
Mr Everall for making us aware of 
problems which we have tried hard to 
resolve.”

Three ‘ghostbusters’ are 
to investigate things 
which go bump in the 
night. 

David Saunders, Rachel 
Evenden and Cal Cooper 
from the University of 
Northampton’s Centre 
for the Study of Anom¬ 
alous Psychological 
Processes (CSAPP) have 
won funding to research 
life after death. 

The money, from the 
Society for Psychical 


Research’s (SPR) Survival 
Research Committee, 
will fund several 
projects including the 
archiving of paranormal 
reports, journals, corre¬ 
spondence, video tapes, 
slides, cassettes and reel- 
to-reel tapes on various 
aspects of parapsycho- 
logical research such as 
ghosts, hauntings, spon¬ 
taneous healings and 
UFO sightings. 

The aim is for this 
material to be integrated 
into the university’s 
library for wider research 


use and availability. The 
bid will also fund the trio 
to travel to New York to 
hold a study seminar at 
the Parapsychology 
Foundation’s Eileen J. 
Garrett library. 

Mr Saunders said: “We 
are greatly indebted to 
the SPR’s Survival 
Research Committee for 
their acceptance of our 
bid. 

“We greatly look 
forward to the opportu¬ 
nity to archive these 
materials for posterity 
and wider access.”

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Hammering home the buzz of the auction 


After a visit from BBC show Antiques 
Road Trip, Lawrence John finds out 
more about the excitement inside 
the busy JP Humbert auction room

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Buyers from around the world visit 
JP Humbert Auctioneers in 
Towcester and last week two experts 
from the BBC’s Antiques Road Trip 
programme popped along to a sale. 

The Northamptonshire auction 
room is booming as bidders from 
across the globe descend on the 
auction house each month. 

Many of them now come along via 
the internet so each sale will see 
people from countries as far afield 
as Japan, Australia, Canada and 
even the Antarctic trying to out bid 
each other. 

Auctioneer Jonathan Humbert 
said: “We were delighted the BBC 
came along to do some filming. 

“They were not a distraction and 
while they were here a first edition 
Beatrix Potter book of Peter Rabbit 
sold for £4,500 (£5,500 including 
premium). 

“The BBC were here on day two of 
a three day sale which had 1,500 lots 
and each one had to be photo¬ 
graphed, catalogued and put 
online. It is a lot of work and this 
sale took a month to prepare. 

“The auction room has changed 
for the better with the advent of the 
internet. 

“It means there are a lot more bid¬ 
ders and an American seller is send¬ 
ing us some very valuable medals to 
sell in an auction in January. 

“Last year we sold £28m worth of 
goods in the sale room.” 

Mr Humbert said he was always 
amazed by what people brought in 
to sell. 

He said one old woman who had 


been short of money for years 
fetched in an amber bead necklace. 

It was a surprise to everyone when 
it sold for £4,400. 

Mr Humbert said they had a 
number of exciting auctions coming 
up in the new year. 

This will include a Ronnie Kray 
part two sale and in February there 
will be lots devoted to the 1963 
Great Train Robbery. 

The crime happened just 20 miles 
from the auction house at Bridego 
Railway Bridge in Ledburn, 
Buckinghamshire. 

The sale will include the throttle 
leaver from the train, bits of the 
Scrabble board used by the robbers, 


the keys to one of the getaway Land 
Rovers, stolen bank notes and items 
owned by Bruce Reynolds and 
Ronnie Biggs. 

Like many buyers who come to the 
sale room, Mr Humbert is always on 
the look out for the ‘next hot item’. 

At the moment he said gold, silver, 
small watches, Chinese porcelain, 
jewellery and vintage cars were ‘on 
fire’. 

Indeed only recently he sold a 
Ferrari Daytona Spider to Radio 2 DJ 
Chris Evans for £2m. 

Mr Humbert said there was never 
a better time to visit, adding: “You 
never know what you will find on 
sale in the auction.”

Council compared 
to a holiday camp

A comment made by the 
leader of a council that com¬ 
pared working there to a 
holiday camp has been 
deemed ‘unforgiveable’. 

Councillor David 

Mackintosh, leader of 
Northampton Borough 

Council, made the remark at 
Monday night’s full council 
meeting. 

His declaration was record¬ 
ed and the transcript reveals 
his response to concerns 
about changes to staff pay. 

He said: “I will take this 
opportunity to say that 
nobody likes changes to the 


terms and conditions of staff. 

“But frankly when I talk to 
businesses across the whole 
of the town, the terms and 
conditions under which our 
staff work, frankly they look 
at the council and think this 
is a holiday camp.” 

After his comment was 
described as disgraceful, Cllr 
Mackintosh retorted: “What 
is a disgrace is public money 
to give people preferential 
treatment that people in the 
private sector have not had 
for many years.” 

Liberal Democrat Cllr Sally 
Beardsworth said: 

“Environmental health, 
licensing, planning, housing 
issues - they’re complicated, 


emotive issues and staff have 
a severely limited budget.” 

She added: “The contempt 
Cllr Mackintosh showed for 
their work and dedication is 
unforgivable.” 

In a statement Cllr 
Mackintosh said: “We have 
changed the staff terms and 
conditions which the Lib 
Dems opposed as these made 
no sense in the current work¬ 
ing environment and were 
unaffordable.”

St Andrew’s specialist 
NHS care officially broke 
the ground of the new 
facility, FitzRoy House, 
on Monday. 

The ceremony was 
attended by Lord Charles 
FitzRoy, a governor of St 
Andrew’s, who the build¬ 
ing is named after. 

He was joined by St 
Andrew’s chairman Peter 
Winslow, leader of 
Northampton Borough 
Council Cllr David 


Mackintosh, members of 
the project team includ¬ 
ing representatives of the 
construction partner 
Galliford Try and 
P+HS architects, 
and St Andrew’s 
staff, includ¬ 
ing the team 
from its ado¬ 
lescent ser¬ 
vices who will 
move into the 
new building 
when it opens in 
2016. 

FitzRoy House, in 
Cliftonville Road, will 
bring adolescent servic¬ 
es at St Andrew’s under 
one roof and will be the 
largest facility of its kind 
in Europe. It will provide 
care to young people 
from across the UK.

Will free permits 
end parking woe?

Free residents’ permits for people living in 
council homes in St James has moved a step 
forward in a bid to ease parking problems. 

The Labour group on Northampton Borough 
Council (NBC) has put forward a motion on 
how it felt the parking situation in the area 
could be improved. 

Having agreed the basis of the motion at 
Monday night’s full council meeting, all three 
political groups on the authority now recog¬ 
nise there are exceptional problems in St 
James as well as Upton and Duston. 

The motion put forward by Labour was then 
amended by the Conservative and Liberal 
Democrat parties. 

The agreement is to look into the possibility 
of issuing tenants in NBC homes that have 
allocated parking areas with free parking 
permits. 

Cllr Rufia Ashraf, who represents St James 
ward, said: “I am pleased the other two groups 
were positive to our suggestions to improve 
the parking situation in St James. 

“With cross party agreement I hope there is 


now the political determination to finally get 
to grips with this problem. 

“The agreed motion says the council needs 
to look into the possibility of issuing tenants 
in NBC homes that have allocated parking 
areas with free parking permits. 

“In the meantime the overview and scrutiny 
committee will carry out a detailed investiga¬ 
tion into how this would work in practice. 

“We also need the Highways at 
Northamptonshire County Council to play a 
proactive role to consider the possibility of 
extending free permits to other areas near the 
sports clubs. 

“This is a good opportunity as the present 
scheme is currently under review.” 

Graham Croucher, secretary of St James 
Residents’ Association, said: “Whilst this 
certainly won’t completely fix the problem, 
certainly not overnight, this unanimously 
agreed motion is a great move forward in 
addressing the legendary parking and traffic 
issues in the area. 

“We are pleased all councillors are 
determined to solve these parking problems.

They say good things come to 
those who wait - and after 20 
years a bridge in the county’s 
first pocket park has finally been 
fixed.

“It was the first in the county 
and getting this bridge repaired is 
something which I and others 
have been trying to achieve for 20 
years. 

“We had to close it as it had 


become unsafe to use but 
whenever we tried to get it 
repaired we were told it would 
cost too much. 

“Suddenly, earlier this year, 
everything seemed to spring into 
place. 

“I was told Anglian Water 
carried out repairs as part of its 
helping the community 
programme. 

“We were able, with the help of 
two local firms and a farmer, to 
get all the building equipment 
Anglian Water needed out to the 
bridge which is away from the 
main road. 

“We had helpers ferry the items 
in as this was something we could 
never have done ourselves. 

“Getting this work done was 
something we have been trying 
to do for so long. 

“We are so pleased Anglian 
Water was able to help and the 
team did a great job.” 

On Friday, October 24 everyone 
associated with Cogenhoe Pocket 
Park was invited to the official 
ribbon cutting ceremony to 
declare the bridge reopened.

Saints’ young prospects

A MAN used to playing rugby 
week-in and week-out, 
Northampton Saints' Phil 
Dowson has warned he is ready to 
come out all guns blazing when 
the LV=Cup gets underway. 

Since joining from Newcastle 
Falcons in 2009, Dowson has been 
a near ever-present in the team 
but this season has seen him drop 
down the pecking order in the 
back row with Calum Clark, Samu 
Manoa and summer signing Jon 
Fisher all impressing. 

He is yet to make an Aviva 
Premiership start, coming off the 
bench four times, although Clark’s 
recent call-up to the England 
squad will free up a space in the 
team. 

Attentions shortly turn to the 
LV=Cup, with Dowson ready to 
take a starring role once again. 

Last season, the 33-year-old cap¬ 
tained the side that reached the 
final before losing out to Exeter 
Chiefs 15-8 while he lifted the 
Saints’ first major domestic tro¬ 
phy when the team won the com¬ 
petition in 2010. 

And with the chance to also play 
a mentoring role to the emerging 
young players at the club, a fit and 
firing Dowson is determined the 
team can return to the final once 
again. 

“It’s frustrating not starting, it’s 
not something I’m used to. But it 
pushes you on,” he said. 

“It’s competitive, one of the rea¬ 
sons you enjoy it is because of the 


quality. That’s why the LV coming 
up is good for me personally, it 
keeps you on your toes and I feel 
fresh as well because I haven’t 
started as many games as usual so 
I feel pretty good. 

“With more players leaving on 
internationals - it’s great news for 
those guys and a testament to the 
club’s culture - other guys have to 
step up. 

“What’s also exciting for me as 
an older player is to see the young¬ 
er players come in and experience 


the home crowd for the first time. 

“The young guys and everyone 
who was involved last year felt 
that we put up a good run and that 
we didn’t actually carry it on and 
in the final produce the quality 
that we needed. And that’s not 
taking anything away from Exeter, 
they were very good at home. 

“But of course we want to go one 
better and the challenge is to wipe 
that clean, start all over again, 
learn the lessons from that final 
and from all the games leading up 


to it and carry on 
growing as a squad.” 

Saints open their 
campaign against 
Dowson’s former club 
Newcastle on Saturday 
before travelling to 
face Scarlets the week¬ 
end after. 

And with the LV=Cup 
viewed as a competi¬ 
tion to blood younger 
players, Dowson has 
already picked out a 
few he will be keeping 
his eye on. 

“There’s a back row 
lad called Teimana 
Harrison, I don’t like 
to talk him up too 
much because he’ll 
probably take my con¬ 
tract at some point but 
he’s very robust and he 
plays that very aggres¬ 
sive game,” he added. 

“He’s a great bloke as 
well who’s got the atti¬ 
tude and the aptitude. 

“He’s certainly one 
that I will be looking 
out for and looking 
forward to playing with. 

“In the second row there’s a guy 
called Alex Woolford who is just 
getting to grips with calling the 
lineout so he will be under a lot of 
pressure and it will be interesting 
to see how he copes with that but 
he again is an intelligent lad who 
understands the game.”

Adebayo Akinfenwa returns to 
Sixfields with AFC Wimbledon on 
Saturday, looking to add his name to 
the ever growing list of former play¬ 
ers to score against the Cobblers in 
recent weeks. 

Luke Guttridge, John Marquis and 
Jacob Blyth have all come back to 
haunt Northampton Town in three of 
their last four games, while 
Akinfenwa - the striker nicknamed 
The Beast - is still the club’s record 
goalscorer since the Sixfields switch 
after two separate Cobblers spells. 

Northampton boss Chris Wilder 
described his partnership with Matt 
Tubbs at AFC as the best strike force 
in League Two, but said his side 
would have a plan to combat the duo 
and prevent them from adding to 
their combined tally of 15 goals. 

Akinfenwa has eight goals to his 
name and the more than considera¬ 
ble presence of the 17 stone plus 
striker who is the strongest player in 
the FIFA 15 video game will require 
extra attention. 

“Bayo did fantastically well here, 
everybody knows that and he’s a 
popular player,” said Wilder. “We 
look at everybody’s strengths and 
weaknesses, and we have to come up 
with a plan, without taking the focus 
off how we want to play. 

“We have to make sure we go about 


dealing with them in the correct 
manner as together those two are a 
really dangerous partnership, possi¬ 
bly the best in the league. 

“They’ll recognise that we’ve got 
attacking players as well and Neal 
[Ardley, AFC Wimbledon manager] 
won’t be coming to our place expect¬ 


ing to roll us over, he’ll expect us to 
be dangerous opposition.” 

Cobblers centre back Gregor 
Robertson said he is looking forward 
to the unique challenge posed by 
Akinfenwa. 

“I know he’s a danger to play 
against, it will be difficult but I’ll 


speak with the lads and see if they’ve 
got any advice,” he said. “The most 
obvious thing is don’t try and get in a 
wrestle with the guy, he’s a big man. 

“If you’ve got to bite the bullet and 
let him get the ball if he’s facing away 
from goal then that might be you 
doing your job and that’s what we 


have to do against him. 

“You’ve got one absolute poacher 
[Matt Tubbs] and one who’s a huge 
target, so every game is a different 
challenge but it’s one you look for¬ 
ward to.” 

Guttridge’s 90th minute strike in 
the 1-0 loss at Luton condemned 
Town to a fourth straight defeat on 
Saturday, a run which has seen them 
slip to 18th in the League Two table. 

Wilder believes his side can turn 
that run around if they start winning 
the key moments in games, and is 
targeting a strong home display to 
reward the fans’ continued support. 

“We have to be better at home,” he 
said. “I thought the fans on Saturday 
were magnificent and they deserved 
something for their support. 

“I thought the players put in a good 
shift but first and foremost we have 
to be better in the key situations and 
key times in games which we haven’t 
been over the last four or five games. 

“I don’t think we’ve been outclassed 
and smashed but the key areas in 
both boxes is where we need to do 
better and if we do we will get results. 

“Certainly at home we’re expected 
to do well, and we need to reward the 
fans with a whole hearted, front foot, 
positive performance.” 

Meanwhile, Darren Carter and Lee 
Collins are expected to return to 
training this week to ease the 
Cobblers’ injury crisis. 

Defender Kelvin Langmead has 
been made available for loan by 
Wilder as he looks to regain match 
fitness. 


Cobblers in no mood for Luke Guttridge’s gloating

Luke Guttridge strikes late to hand Luton Town 
a 1-0 League Two win over the Cobblers. 

Last gasp Luke Guttridge put the tin hat on a 
tough Cobblers week with a late Luton Town 
winner on Saturday. Guttridge, released twice 
by the Sixfields club, got his revenge with a 
tasty 90th minute finish but drew controversy 
with a celebration which showed less class 
than his goal. 

The Hatters midfielder, finding his feet after a 
long term injury, managed to combine a knee 
slide in front of the travelling Cobblers faithful, 
a cross pitch aeroplane and an air punch in a 
moment of euphoria the player claimed was 
“nothing personal”. 

Yet the response was more affecting to the 
thousand or so Northampton fans in 
Kenilworth Road’s away end who clapped the 
player warmly in both his warm-up and intro¬ 
duction to the pitch on 60 minutes. 

Having backed the player versus the club 
when he was let go by Aidy Boothroyd and hav¬ 
ing endured no less than three broken down 
supporters’ coaches to and from Luton, the 
shoe army was in no mood to watch Guttridge’s 
gloating. 

Yet Northampton fans can be perversely 


pleased in seeing John Still’s side 
held for the majority of the game. 

Certainly it was Northampton 
who took control of the early skir¬ 
mishes at a sold-out Kenilworth 
Road. The major changes for the 
Cobblers were Ben Tozer replacing 
Daniel Alfei at right back with Alex 
Nicholls the tip of the spear in an 
almost striker-less starting 11. 

Having Joel Byrom, John-Joe 
O’Toole, Lawson D’Ath, Ricky 
Ravenhill and Kaid Mohamed in a 
midfield five meant that ball reten¬ 
tion was much crisper, allowing 
Cobblers to move forward as a unit. 

D’Ath, Cobblers’ man-of-the- 
match on this bright day in 
Bedfordshire, started well with 
good close control and a willing 
pass-and-move ethic. With the 
midfield packed, defensive solidity 
stood out more than attacking 
verve and Gregor Robertson provided a stellar 
sliding tackle to prevent the Hatters’ Mark 
Cullen from firing home early on. 

O’Toole, Cobblers’ maligned midfielder, 
showed some of his 15-goal form for Bristol 
Rovers last term and could have opened the 
scoring when finding space for a free header at 
Mark Tyler’s goal. Unfortunately for the 
Northampton number ten his header flew 
straight at Tyler when a skewed contact would 
have seen the net ripple. 

With Northampton’s fans singing disparag¬ 


ing songs about Luton to Beach Boys tunes, the 
half-time whistle saw upstart Cobblers bang in 
contention. 

Yet Luton Town are adept at soaking up pres¬ 
sure and were always going to come out flying 
in the second period. 

Ryan Cresswell anchored Northampton’s 
defence ably but couldn’t prevent a string of 
corners that the Hatters were, fortunately, una¬ 
ble to convert. 

Meanwhile, his Luton centre-back counter¬ 
part in a bruising encounter, Steve McNulty, 
played with dainty footwork which belied his 


belly. That said, the Hatters’ 
defence were almost undone on 
the hour when Nicholls was 
released by a perfectly weighted 
Enda Stevens through-ball, yet 
the ex-Walsall man had his shot 
well blocked by Tyler. 

A pre-injury Nicholls would 
have buried the chance and the 
miss highlighted the lack of 
pace in the Cobblers’ forward 
line and the lack of an out-and- 
out finisher. 

That couldn’t be said of 
Guttridge, however, who 
exposed a Northampton rear 
guard out on its feet, by taking 
Michael Harriman’s cute cross 
in one and slotting past Jordan 
Archer. 

As Northampton’s hardy fol¬ 
lowers filed out of the Oak Road 
stand above Luton back yards 
they discussed the dirty washing of a cruel 
defeat. 

Cobblers emerged with credit having held 
top-of-the-table Luton for long periods with a 
half fit side. Next up is the looming presence of 
Wimbledon’s Adebayo Akinfenwa, who can 
add to the list of Jacob Blyth, John Marquis and 
Guttridge, former players who have scored 
against Northampton in recent weeks. 

If he does, you can hope that Akinfenwa’s 
response will be in contrast to that of the Luton 
midfielder.

THIS season's LV= Cup final will be 
held at Franklin’s Gardens.
